Dear  Mr.  Garrett 


Your  letter  of  April  1st,  and  also  the  coin  of  Catania,  have  reached  us  safely. 

I have  very  carefully  inspected  the  coin  in  question  and  am  absolutely  convinced  of  its 
authenticity.  I can  find  no  reason  to  question  its  genuineness  in  any  way.  It  is  indeed 
a very  oeattifu^  coin  and  I congratulate  you  on  its  acquisition  - that  is,  if  you  eventu- 
ally decide  to  keep  it. 

Added  to  the  seven  specimens  enumerated  by  Mr.  Seltman  there  is  also  an  example 
from  the  same  pair  of  dies  in  my  own  collection.  This  came  from  the  Naville  Sale  X,  no. 

139,  and  fortunately  is  a much  finer  specimen  than  the  plates  of  that  catalogue  would  lead 
one  to  suppose.  It  cannot , however,  compare  with  the  beautiful  coin  which  you  have  just 
sent  me. 


The  hoard  mentioned  by  Mr.  Seltman  is  the  well  known  Ognina  Hoard,  found  on  June 
13th, 1923,  in  a northern  suburb  (Ognina)  of  Catania  and  described  by  Prof.  G.M.Columba  in 
”Atti  e Memorie  dell'Istituto  Italiano  di  Numismatics"  vol.V,1925.  The  hoard,  however, 
was  larger  than  the  good  professor  knew  of  and  many  pieces  from  it  have  fallen  into  the 
clutches  of  various  dealers  (Hirsch,  Spink,  Seltman  and  others).  I have  been  fortunate  in 
securing  a few  desirable  specimens  from  it  also,  though  the  prices  are  rather  exhorbitant. 

In  a few  days,  after  insuring  the  coin,  we  shall  return  it  to  you  by  registered  mail. 


You  will  doubtless  be  pleased  to  learn  that  some  of  the  medals  from  the  Baltimore 
fire,  vhich  v0u  so  generously* gave  us,  have  been  turned  over  to  Prof.  Campbell  for  cleaning 
by  the  electrolitic  process  and,  so  far,  the  results  have  been  exce_Uent.  We  therefor  hope 
tp  be  able  to  save  many  specimens  not  represented  in  our  collection  and  are  very  JR  9 u 
to  you  for  having  given  them  to  U3.

.Ve  are  very  deeply  obliged  to  you  for  your  kindness  and  thoughtfulness 
in  forwarding  to  us  the  Gazzetta  Ufficiale  containing  the  Convention  between  Ttaly 
and  the  Vatican  City  State.  we , of course,  did  not  have  a copy  in  our  library 
and  it  makes  a very  welcome  addition  to  our  collection  of  official  records  con- 
cerning coinage  matters. 

T wish  to  thank  you  also  for  y™ir  nromise  to  send  us  casts  of  coins 
from  Spink.  In  our  new  building  we  have  arranged  suitable  facilities  for  keep- 
ing such  things  and  are  busy  building  up  our  collection  of  casts.  We  are  always 
anxious  and  grateful  for  opportunities  to  increase  our  available  material. 

The  Society's  collections  of  coins  ha^e  suffered  from  the  "depression" 
somewhat,  the  new  acquisitions  for  1930  having  fallen  to  about  a third  of  tneir 
usual  number.  1931,  I am  Pleased  to  say,  is  starting  out  rather  encouragingly 
with  the  acquisition^  on  "permanent  loan"  by  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Sotiety  of 

the  Canfield  Collection  which  is  very  strong  in  Bolivian  issues  and  in  Connecticut 
Cents. 

My  own  collection  of  Greek  and  Roman  coins  was  also  set  back  a bit  by  the 
prevailing  financial  uncertainties , but  T did  manage  to  secure  some  very  choice

pieces  from  Schulman  from  the  Methey  collection.  This  was  a truly  exceptional 
opoor+.unity  as  T have  seldom  seen  such  a remarkable  though  small  assemblange 
of  artistically  chosen  "chef  d’oevres"  in  beautiful  condition. 

By  now  you  have  doubtless  heard  of  the  great  loss  we  have  all  sustained 
in  the  death  of  John  Reilly  Jr.  His / loss  is  keenly  felt  in  our  little  group 
and  has  cast  a deep  gloom  over  the  building.  His  wonderful  Chinese  collection 
is  still  in  our  building  and  there  is  a good  prospect  of  its  remaining  here  per- 
raanently^  as  was  his  wish. 

Thanking  you,  again,  for  vour  kind  remembrance  of  us,  and  with  my  best

Acting  on  your  kind  information  I have  sent  out 
two  "come  on"  letters  to  certain  persons  in  Leningrad 
suggested  to  me  by  ray  friends  Drs.  Martinovitch  and  Boro-  i 
din  who  seem  to  be  in  the  "know".  If  I receive  any  kind  j 
of  response  to  ray  "feelers"  I shall  certainly  let  you  j 

know.  The  only  trouble  is  that  the  present  financial  con- 


ditions have  somewhat  affected  my  own  numismatic  purchase 
fund  and  I notice  that  the  members  of  our  Society  also  do  j 
not  rush  in  these  days  to  subscribe  to  our  purchase  funds. ^ 
If  as  many  of  their  investments  have  defaulted  as  in  my  own 
case  I certainly  do  not  blame  them  ! ihese  times  cuamp 
the  active  collector's  style  to  a terrible  degree. 

'.7ith  the  exception  of  Schulraan's  coins  from  the 
Mathey  collection  I have  seen  very  little  of  n imismatic  in- 
terest of  late  - that  is  in  the  Greek  series  - and  I,  for 
one,  have  certainly  been  able  to  add  little  to  my  collect- 
ion during  the  past  year.

Your  letter  of  December  19th  addressed  to  Mr.  Newell 
has  been  referred  to  me  and  I am  replying  with  regard  to  your  suggestion 
for  the  Celebration  of  the  Two  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Birth  of 
Washington. 


You  doubtless  know  Baker's  book  "Medallic  Portraits  of 
Washington",  in  which  he  lists  651  medals  and  tokens,  bearing  a portrait 
of  Washington  or  having  some  direct  connection  with  him.  This  was  pub- 
lished in  1885  and  since  that  time  there  have  been  additions.
